The seise of foreboding abo- 
ut Mr.' Moro’s fate made the 
33rd anniversary celebrations 
marking the defeat of Fascism 
the most miserable in the his- 
tory of the Italian Republic. 

“If s more like a funeral than 
a holiday,” said newspaper sel- 
ler Mario Martelli. 

Several thousand students 
demonstrating against "the ter- 
rorism of the state nod of the 
Red Brigades" clashed with po- 
lice in Rome.

Hussein: Israel may

BEIRUT, April 25 (Agencies). — His Majesty King Hussein 
voiced Arab tears that Israel -has the atom bomb in an inter- 
view published in Beirut today. 

The King told the Lebanese newspaper A1 Nahar that the 
Israelis had highly-sophisticated conventional weapons. - 

“We have no guarantees that Israel does not have nuclear 
weapons as. well, ready to be used when the need arises,” he 
was quoted as saying. 

-'.-'King Hussein disclosed that, when Israel invaded south 
Lebanon cm March 15, be had joined his own army command- 
ers at Jordanian General Headquarters. A1 Nahar said he told 
it be had been afraid the Israelis might also his norther Jordan 
and that he believed this was still a possibility. 

The King said. Israel’s strategy in a future war would be 
based on a lightning attack to cut off Syrian forces operating 
in Lebanon from their original bases in Syria. 

The Israelis would then overrun the north Jordan heights, 
an extension of Syria’s occupied Golan Heights, to block land 
communications and dose the border between Syria and Jor- 
dan.” he told.

BEIRUT, April 25 (R). — Lebanese President Ellas Sarkis delayed the 
appointment of a new prime minister today, pending further debate on pro- 
posals to ban private militias and curb Palestinian guerrilla activity. Despite 
leftwing criticism, a meeting of about 30 deputies today approved the plan, 
worked out by a 13-man parliamentary committee on Sunday. 


House Speaker Kamel As’ad 
told reporters the six-point 
scheme will be submitted to a 
full session of parliament on 
Thursday. 

“We hope unity of ranks 
will be consecrated after the 
endorsement of the formula de- 
signed to deal with all aspects 
of the Lebanese crisis, 1 ’ he said.

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Back into the 
bottomless pit 

Israeli Prime Minister Menachen Begin says 
Israel should have the strength and courage, as he 
put it, to say "no” to demands which it feels may 
endanger its security. That sort of thing sounds fair 
enough, on the grounds that no reasonable person can 
ever be asked to do anything that would endanger 
his or her security. But coming from Mr. Begin, this 
sort of posture must send chills down the spines of 
Jimmy Carter and Anwar Sadat, not to mention others 
who are trying to zero in on the common ground be- 
tween Arabs and Israelis, because it wraps Israel’s 
entire negotiating posture in a sacrosanct blanket of 
security demands that remain undefined and, accord- 
ing to past Israeli action, insatiable. 

For Mr. Begin to start talking like this only days 
before he sets off on another visit to Washington 
must be disturbing to the Americans, who have to 
treat him nicely in public while trying to fathom his 
bottomless security pit. Unfortunately, the Israelis 
have always been able to resist demands on them to 
act like other reasonable people simply by invoking 
their security demands, without ever spelling out 
what these security requirements are. Once in a while, 
to make things doubly complex, they say they will 
never rely on anyone else to guarantee their security, 
but they must do this job themselves, as they have 
sought to do, presumably, in south Lebanon, and the 
continuing occupation of land of three neighbouring 
Arab states. 

What is required now from the entire world, but 
especially from the United States, is to call Mr. Be- 
gin’s bluff on the security issue and neutralise this 
awesome trump card that he keeps playing when he 
is asked, and refuses, to be reasonable. One apprecia- 
tes that this may not be a public and open process, 
but it is critically important if we are to make any 
progress in the search for peace and justice. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY

The Jordan 
Times win be running articles that explore die different facets of 
agricuhare in Jordan on a regular basis.

We spoke first with Dr. 
Ahma d M. Faqih, the Head 
of the Department of Ani- 
mal Production and Protecti- 
on, who received his Ph.D. 
from the University of Cali- 
fornia at Davis. Dr. Faqih sa- 
id that of the first thirteen 
graduates turned out by his 
department in 1977, eleven 
went into private agricultural 
business and the other two 
went into education. 

This, Dr. Faqih pointed out. 
speaks well for the contribu- 
tion which the Faculty of Ag- 
riculture is making to the ad- 
vancement of agriculture in 
Jordan. 

Dr. Faqih emphasised the 
Importance which the faculty 
places on serving the commu- 
nity, one of the methods used 
to this end being applied re- 
search. The faculty also tries 
to imbue their graduates with 
a practical oriented attitude 
towards agriculture. The stu- 
dents in the third and fourth 
years are often given a chance 
to work in the faculty on so- 
me research related to their 
major field, and are even 
sometimes asked by a business 
concern in the private sector 
to do technical work such as 
debeaking chickens. “We give 
them confidence, a sense of 
responsibility' , said Dr. Faqih 
of the B.Sc. graduates. 

As to cooperation with oth- 
er agencies in Jordan conc- 
erned with agriculture. Dr. 
Faqih pointed out that the 
faculty has -had “good coope- 
ration from the Ministry of 
Agriculture,” and the private 
sector as welL 

The department is, at pre- 
sent, concerned with such pr- 
oblems as feed research. “We 
want to know what sources the- 
re are”, Dr. Faqih said, which 
could assist in the more effi- 
cient raising of animals in 
Jordan. 

“Feed shortage.. is a number 
one oroblem”, he continued 
saying that basic data on ani- 
mal d reduction is needed and 
such oroblems as optimum ra- 
tions for growing and fatten- 
ing sheep in feedlots will be 
targets for research in his de- 
partment. 

We visited with Dr. Hussein 
A1 Musa, whose specialises in 
entomology. His office was, 
predictably enough, filled with 
boxes of “bugs”. Asked how 
he sees the faculty as cont- 
ributing to the Five Year Plan 
in Jordan, he said: "We are 
contributing to it by training 
personnel." 

He continued by saying: 
The faculty is ready to supp- 
ly the various sectors of ag- 
riculture in the country with 
suitably trained people if the 
needs can be coordinated wi- 


th the faculty". For example, 
said Dr. A1 Musa, if ten peo- 
ple are needed in a specific 
field, a programme for their 
needs could be shaped at the 
faculty. 

"We complement the work 
of the production side”, for 
instance, by studying “the 
economics of application of 
fertilizer on wheat and toma- 
toes” Dr. Suleiman Arabiyat. 
head of the Department nf Ag- 
ricultural Economics and Ex- 
tension, said of his departme- 
nt's work. 

The department, just estab- 
lished this academic year, has 
two Assistant professors, two 
assistants, and two more stu- 
dents in the United States st- 
udying for their PhD.’s in 
marketing and extension, res- 
pectively. 



Dr. Arabiyat pointed to two 
main tasks confronting his 
department, teaching and re- 
search. The courses now offer- 
ed include extension educati- 
on. agricultural marketing and 
cooperatives, introduction to 
agricultural economics and 
farm management. 

Current research includes 
developing a crops manual for 
the Jordan Valley, which will 
provide data in the form of 
production coefficients (cost 
plus return per unit) and a 
second project, an economic 
analysis of dairy farms in the 
Amman-Zarqa district. The 
latter project. Dr. Arabiyat 
said, is now in the final stag- 
es. 

The objective of the dairy 
study is to provide a desc- 
riptive analysis of dairy farms 
to determine the exact rela- 
tionship between cattle size, 
cost of production, and mar- 
keting channels for fresh milk. 
The end result is to determi- 
ne the optimum size of a dai- 
ry farm In this area. 

This study, as with the pre- 
viously mentioned crop man- 
ual for the Jordan Valley, will 
go to farmers and policy ma; 
kers alike for practical appli- 
cation. 

A third research project in 
its initial stages is one con- 
cerned with marketing agricul- 
tural products in Jordan. O? 
particular importance to this 
study will be the problems of 




the vegetable market, fluctu- 
ations in which can cause pr- 
oblems for Jordan’s vegetable 
growers. 

Of obvious practical applic- 
ation is the research being 
conducted by the agricultural 
engineering people at the Fac- 
ulty of Agriculture. Dr. Bas- 
sam. Snobar. a PhD. holder 
from Michigan State Univer- 
sity, said that the priority of 
his research goes to harvest- 
ing- His example of lentils dro- 
ve home the point. At present, 
he said, it takes Jordanian far- 
mers about 6-12 hours to har- 
vest a dunum of lentils. The to- 
with lentils - - now abo- 
ut 22.000 -- is declining part- 
ly because of harvesting prob- 
lems. A small, hand-pulled 
harvester is the answer, and 
Dr. Snobar said he is now 
working on that. 

The harvesting of olives in 
Jordan presents another prob- 
lem. he told us. There are 
about three million olive trees 
in Jordan, of which about two 
thirds are now :n producti- 
on. It takes about 30,000 lab- 
ourers to do the harvesting 
in about one month- The me- 
thod used is handpicking by 
ladder, although Dr. Snobar 
said that beating of the trees 
and branches with sticks or 
mallets is sometimes done and 
is harmful to the tree. He said 
that it has recently been de- 
termined that injuries to olive 
trees from such harvesting te- 
chniques provide a fertile bre- 
eding ground for harmful 
insects. 

The priority in the design of 
improved harvesting equip- 
ment Dr. Snobar said, is to ke- 
ep it simple and cheap. As to 
the harvesting of grains like 
wheat, he said that customs 
operations seem to furnish an 
answer. Almost ail of Jordan's 
wheat is now combined by 
machine, and instead of every 
farmer having his own machin- 
ery • - which would be costly 
-- custom operators furnish 
both the trained personnel and 
equipment to do the job. Co- 
sts now run at about one to 
one and a half J.D. per dunum. 
Dr. Snobar said. 

Quality-control of finished 
agricultural products in Jor- 
dan is urgently needed, said 
Dr. Snobar. Lentils again 
provide a good example. Dir- 
tv lentils because the are 
sold by weight, are highly pro- 
fitable, but not a good quality 
product. He told us that custo- 
mers would probably pay mo- 
re if thev knew that the 
lentils had a uniformly good qu- 
ality. In this case, then, the 
imDrovements 3 re .reeded in 
packaging and grading of gra- 
ins and fruit. Another aspect 
of this problem is the relation- 
ship to the drive to increase 
production. It is pointless. Dr. 
Snobar said, to increase yields 
without proper handling and 
qualitv-controi of the finished 
product. "Quality and quanti- 
ty have to eo toeethpr". he 
said, and emphasised that 25 
ner cent of the world's produce 
is lost to mishandling, making 
obvious the imoortance for 
Jordan's agriculture to incre- 
ase its produce handling proce- 
dure and quality-control sys- 
tems. 

Finally, we talked with Mr. 
C. Gardner Shaw, to find out 
about outside aid to the Facul-

ty of Agriculture. Mr. Shaw is 
the director of the American 
U.S. Aid programme at the fa- 
culty. Other outside aid com- 
es from the British government 
in the form of support of a 
poultry project run currently 
by Mr, George Goddard. 

The American programme. 
Mr. Shaw told us, has four fa- 
cets. These include student 
training, training of faculty, 
provision of American specia- 
lists, and provision of needed 
equipment to the faculty ba- 
sed on their own needs, not 
what the American programme 
thinks they need. 

The overall cost of the U.S. 
Aid programme is two million 
U.S. dollars over a four year 
period. Equipment purchases 
account for about 900.000 dol- 
lars, and the rest goes to tra- 
ining of one kind or another. 
At present there are three Am- 
erican experts at the faculty. 
Dr. Robert Wilcox, in agricul- 
tural marketing, Dr. Max Jen- 
sen, and Mr. Shaw himself, 
whose specialty is plant path- 
ology. Other expertise has be- 
en provided through the pro- 
gramme in irrigation engineer- 
ing, agricultural extension, vir- 
ology and agricultural machin- 
ery. 

Graduate students from Jo- 
rdan are now being supported 
at American universities by the 
programme. There are ten stu- 
dents, all doing well and some 
exceptionally well, said Mr. 
Shaw, at Washington State 
University, University of Illi- 
nois, University of California 
at Davis and at Riverside, and 
Iowa State University. Memb- 
ers of this faculty have been 
sent for short post-graduate 
courses in the fields of soil sci- 
ence, anima] science, farm ma- 
chinery, agronomy and agricul- 
tural economics. Two or three 
more ni'w be sent under the 
current pr.-gran'me said Mr. 
Shaw. 

The British pr- gramme, we 
were told by Mi. Goddard, is 
aimed at the best management

Havana information meet 
accepts Jordan’s 
proposals, Abu Odeh says 


AMMAN, April . 25 (JNA). — 
Minister of Information Adnan 
Abu Odeh returned home to- 
day after representing Jordan 
at the meetings of the second 
conference of the government 
council for information coor- 
dination among the non-align- 
ed states which was held in 
Havana. Cuba, between April 
17-20. 

Mr. Abu Odeh told reporters 
that the participants discussed, 
amone other things, the report 
submitted by the chairman of 
the committee of the news ag- 
encies complex which trans- 
mits the news of non-aligned 
countries to Asia, Europe, La- 
tin America and Africa, who 
headed the Indian delegation. 

The conference approved the 
recommendations submitted by 
the Yugoslav delegation on the 
results of the broadcasting cor- 
porations conference held in 
Sarajevo, Yugoslavia. October 
] 977. One important recomme- 
ndation of that conference was 
the establishment of a complex 
for radio and television broad- 
casts. he added. 

The Iraqi delegation’s sugg- 
estion that a press meeting be 
held in Baghdad during the last 
quarter of next year to discuss 
techiycal and professional pro- 
blems in the non-aligned coun- 
tries was agreed upon. 

Intensive discussion on the 
imbalance of the Information 
flow between the industrialis- 
ed and non-aligned countries, 
and the formation of a new in- 
ternational information network 
which would complete the in- 
ternational economic system 
currently under study by spe- 
cialised agencies, were among 
main features of the conferen- 
ce. 

Jordan's proposal for draw- 
ing uo a draft for the new in- 
ternational information system, 
which would be used as a ba- 
sis for the discussions of the 

United Nations General Assem- 
bly in its next session, was 
approved on condition that the 
report be submitted first for 


discussion bv the non-aligned 
countries foreign ministers co- 
uncil during its meeting in Be- 
lgrade, July 1978. The report 
would then be submitted to the 
General Assembly by Tunis. 

Mr. Abu Odeh said Jordan 
also proposed that the new 
draft system should be based 
on the recommendations of In- 
formation experts from the 
non-aligned countries. The Jor- 
danian recommendations stres- 
sed that the council should co- 
operate with the committee fo- 
rmed by the United Nations 
Educational. Cultural and Scie- 
ntific Organisation (UNESCO) 
in this field. 

The council reviewed UNES- 
CO's working plan on the mass 
media and achievements in se- 
rving the developing countries. 

The conference was attended 
by all the members of the cou- 
ncil except Somalia. The Unit- 
ed Nations, the Organisation of 
African Unity and UJM. Deve- 
lopment Programme all sent 
representatives.

It is my pleasure to submit to you the Board of Directors' 
Report on the results of your institution for the year ended 31st , 
December. 1977 together with the Balance Sheet and the Profit 
and Loss Account. You wit / observe from these and the statistics 
in the Report that your institution’s Assets increased by about 
27 % and Balance Sheet Total by 11 % Deposits rose by 26 % 

■ and loans by 8 %. These percentages represent large increases 
in all figures since as you know the baiances at the end of T976 
were large in comparison with 1975. 64.820 documentary letters 

■ of credit were opened by clients and banks for imports and ex- 
ports . f ar a total amount of 664 million Jordan Dinars. 11.359 
guarantees totalling 398 million Jordan Dinars were issued to 
government departments bn behalf of clients and at the request ■ 
of other banks. 

Despite the relative slackening in business and in the ; 
economy of the Arab countries, especially the Gulf area , your 
institution’s activities continued to increase during the year, and 
many important projects were financed by our branches not only 
in the countries in which they operate but in other Arab court- • 
tries as welt. .Your institution's participation reached about 27 . 
million Jordan Dinars in loans .in the Arab. European end inter- 
national markets for financing various projects.

General and Voluntary Reserves 
as is evident from the suggested allocations in the Profit and 
Loss Account and the Balance Sheet figures. The amount of JO 
1 .522.625 was carried forward as Undivided Profit. 


In accordance with the resolution taken by your General 
Assembly in Its meeting in 1976. the Share Capital of the bank was 
doubted by granting Shareholders a new share for, every share 
held on 25.12.1976. This increase had been allocated from the 
Voluntary Reserve. Your Board of Directors recommends rn the 
accompanying Report the payment of dividends to those Share- 
holders who owned shores as at 31 st. December. 1977 at the rate 
of JD 2.200 for every share (22 % of the par value of the shere ). 
May your institution continue to prosper and to participate in 
the development of the Arab world and serve our clients. 


It is regrettable to note the lack of co-operation among the 
Arab countries at a time when we are in dire need of unity to 
face the perils that beset us and to recover our usurped land. 
We hope that this discord is only temporary and that inter-Arab 
relations will return to normal, since it is in our interest to work 
together on all levels in order to achieve our desired goals.

AUDITORS' REPORT 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS OF THE ARAB BANK LTD. 

We have examined the Combined Balance Sheet of the Arab 
Bank Ltd. (a Jordanian Public Shareholding Co.) as at December 31, 
1977 and the related Combined Statement of Profit and Loss for the 
year then ended. We have obtained the information and explanations 
which to the best of our knowledge and belief were necessary for 
the purpose of our audit. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included 
such tests of the accounting records kept at the Bank's Head Office 
and Branches and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances and to the extent allowed by the laws 
in force in the countries where the Bank is operating. We have 
previously examined and reported on the financial statements for the 
year ended December 31, 1976. 

The Bank maintains proper tjpoks and records and the accom- 
panying financial statements are in agreement therewith. 

In our opinion the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the Arab 'Bank Ltd. as at December 31, 
1977 and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in 
conformity with the Law and with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year. We recommend that the General Assembly approve these 
'financial statements and adopt the proposal of the Board of Directors 
to declare a dividend of JD 2.200 per share.

TO OUR SHAREHOLDERS' - 

We are pleased to report to you the good results of your 
institution for 1877, as evidenced by the accompanying Balance 
Sheet figures on pages 10-11 of this Report, achieved in spite of the 
relative economic slowdown in the Arab countries and the instability 
of the money markets. 

THE ARAB ECONOMY 

The year 1977 Was one of relative slowdown during which 
economic activity in the Arab Worid was at an ebb in comparison 
with 1976, which was marked by an unusual activity in real estate 
speculation resulting in tying up large funds. Import of goods in 
1976 surpassed demand, leading to stockpiling, which in turn 


resulted in delivery delays and in jamming at the ports. This crisis 
was overcome by improving services and the construction of new 
fixed and floating docks. The import volume also diminished during 
1977. and it became possible to unload goods within one or two 
days. The situation now has reverted to normal. However, economic 
activity, especially in the Arab oil-producing countries, continued 
both in establishing new projects and expanding old ones. These 
include oil refineries, petrochemical industries and natural gas lique- 
faction plants, heavy industries for producing iron and other metals 
together with cement, phosphates and projects for the construction 
of new ports and airports and expansion and modernization of 
present facilities in those fields. Work is being undertaken to improve 
telegraphic and wireless services. These projects will take a few 
years to accomplish. 


And since oil is the major natural asset that enables the Arab* 
to launch vital construction and development projects, they win have, 
to protect and preserve their oil resources. Oil production should 
be scheduled in such a way as t0 give th€ Arab countries wtifcient. 
time to make the best possible use of their vest wealth. Oil well* 
are bound to dry up in a mane, of a few decades, and other sources 
of energy may replace oil even earlier; solar end atomic energy wiB 
become increasingly more common during the .'remainder of the 
present century. The surpluses of Oil Producing and Exporting 
Countries, OPEC, are already on the decline. . 

One of the main factors behind the diminishing surpluses b the 
deterioration of the purchasing power of the oil revenue in. the face 
of rising imports from .the industrialized countries and incrwsinfl : 
costs of industrial products and services. The continuing fail in ih«

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iue of the U.S. dollar against other major currencies will force 
■- -■ -producing countries to ask for alternative 'methods of settling oil 

^^•sy^chases. instead of the dollar being almost the sole "currency used 
(fi) transactions, oil prices can be set in terms of a basket of 
Ij^nwicias. This wriU make revenue* less exposed to the increases in 
^ css of products and services in the industrialized countries. Besides, 
prices should be fairly influenced by the rising prices of the 
^■foufaetured goods of the industrialized countries. 

- The Arab oil-producing countries have been investing hundreds 
millions of U.S. dollars in big projects without the prerequisite 
‘ aibffity studies.- or ensuring the secure supply of the necessary 

‘ Sled labour, -raw materials or even electric energy needed for 
ting the machinery m motion. 

v The production of the required food calls for greater emphasis 

*’■ the development of agriculture and farming. Until not long ago 
i Arab countries' -used to produce wheat and other cereals in excess 
p, their needs and to export the surplus. Now, however, they are 
sporting increasing quantities of cereals every year which have 
iched ten million tons annually, or about half of their total 
qirirements. According to the statistics, food consumption in the 
*’£ab world is- increasing at the annual rate of 5 % whereas food 
oduction has been increasing only at the rate of 2 %. while the 
mid population increase stands at 3% as against 1% in the 
^justrialized countries.

1 "are and more resources should be devoted to the exploitation of 
available agricultural land, to meet the increasing needs for food 
M-3ducts and to establish agriculture as a major foreign currency 
mer in the Arab world, considerable enough to take the place of 
in This respect in due course. With their present surpluses the 
abs are in a position to set up first rate institutions of science and 
rfinology which will concentrate on devising advanced techniques

With regard to inter-Arab trade, it is expected that six new 
wnbers will join the Arab Common Market shortly, namely Kuwait, 
turirania, Somalia,' United Arab Emirates..

The survival of the Arab nation will rest on the free 
movement of its productive resources, capital, brains, technology, 
labour and goods, throughout our Arab homeland, and on the 
determination'of the Arabs to plan and work together, for the good 
of all. 

THE WORLD ECONOMY 

The world boom of 1976 petered out at the beginning of 1977, 
and the expected rates ol increase in production for 1978 seem 
small. The rates of inflation have decreased in most industrial 
countries, in the United Kingdom for instance the rale of inflation 
wept down from 24% in 1975 to 12. 1'*,, in 1977. whereas in Japan 
it was 25% in 1974 and 8.1 m 1977. Switzerland is the country 
with the lowest rate of inflation, reflecting the rise in the exchange 
rate of (he Swiss franc agamst other currencies, and the country's 
close trade relations with West Germany. With the decline in the 
inflation rate, unemployment figures continued to rise during 1977. 
reaching 5.1% in France, 6.4% in the U.S. A. and 4.8% in West 
Germany. 

MAJOR CURRENCIES 

The United States dollar suffered a serious setback against other 
major currencies, particularly the Japanese Yen, the Deutsche mark 
and the Swiss franc. The steep decline m the value of the dollar 
was most noticeable shortly before the end of the year; the rates of 
exchange were ¥ 239.5, DM 2.10 and SFr. 199 at the end of 
December. The accumulating trade deficit, resulting from larger oil 
imports and a high rate of economic growth (4.9% in the U.S.A. as 
against 2.5% in Western Europe) are given as the main causes for 
the fall in the value of the dollar. With its balance of trade deficit 
for 1977 reaching approximately $ 27 billion, and the balance of 
payments deficit at $ 20 billion, the U.S.A. exerted pressure on both 
Japan and West Germany to raise their rate of growth and increase 
their imports. At home, the U S. government policy was to restrict 
the use of energy and to reduce taxation on low-income groups. 

« Balance Sheet Total for 1077 exceeded the 1976 'figure by'jO 
150,182,836 or 11 %, whereas Total Assets registered an increase

of other banks) and JD 11,529,205 for acceptances. 

EARNINGS AND EXPENSES 

Gross earnings for the year under review totalled JD 63,054,397, 
an increase of JD 11,152.985 over the year 1976.

ABU DHABI, April 25 (R). — The Arab Monetary Fund (AMF) today opens 
its second annual general meeting where it was expected to announce its 
first loans to member states, AMF officials said here. The fund was formed 
by 20 Arab states to help those with balance of payments difficulties 
which have exhausted their automatic credit at the Wasington-based Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) and to help promote Arab economic inter- 
gration, the officiais added. 


The AMF has a capital of

Japanese railway workers strike 

TOKYO. April 25 (R). — Japanese National Rail Workers 
went on strike today as part of a labour dispute which the gov- 
ernment said could produce transport chaos affecting nearly 
half the country's population. Thousands of commuters were 
spending the night in makeshift office dormitories as the first 
affects of the strike were fel r. The strike was part of Japan's 
annual shunto - - or spring labour offensive - - which also involv- 
es dockers, airline crews, medical, telecommunication and postal 
workers. The National Rail Workers began their strike shortly 
after the midnight deadline. The Transport Ministry said that if 
the dispute grew into a general transport strike, an estimated 
52 million people - - nearly half of Japan's population - - would be 
affected. 

Mine explosion kills 17 in Turkey 

ANKARA, April 25 (R). — Seventeen miners were killed 
yesterday when a gas explosion caused a cave-in at a coal mine 
in a village on Turkey's Black Sea coast, a mine official said. He 
told Reuters four men were injured in the rockfall between 125 
and 175 metres (400-550 feet) below sea level. About 30 other 
men were brought up unhurt in a four-hour rescue' operation at 
the mine in the village of Kndizzi. about 190 kms. northwest of 
Ankara. 

Exxon profits improve 

NEW YORK, April 25 (R). — Exxon Corporation, the world's 
largest oil company, yesterday announced profits for the first 
quarter of this year of $680 million, 5.4 per cent up on the same 
period last year. 

- Desai criticises U.S. holding up uranium 

NEW DELHI, April 25 (R). — Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
criticised the United States yesterday for holding up nuclear 
fuel for India and warned he could be forced to look elsewhere 
for enriched uranium supplies. He told parliament that if the 
U.S. refused to supply the uranium fuel, it would be a breach of 
contract that could end nuclear cooperation between the two 
countries. Mr. Desai added that if the contract were breached 
"we will be free to adopt any course we like to safeguard our 
own interests." President Carter, on a visit to New Delhi last 
January, promised a further shipment of 7.6 tons of enriched ura- 
nium for India's Tarapore atomic power plant. But four days 
ago the U.S. nuclear Regulatory Commission voted to hold up 
the shipment, expressing concern about Indian safeguards.

Thev said that this excluded 
oil purchases and was meant 
to encourage a greater flow 
of eoods between the Arab 
states themselves. 

The loans will be normally 
accompanied by a recommend- 
ed economic programme on 
ways of eliminating the pay- 
ments deficit, similar to the 
programmes usually recomm- 
ended bv the IMF. thev ad- 
ded. 

The Abu Dhabi-based AMF 
has a capital of 250 million 
Arab dinars each equivalent 
to three of the IMF’s special 
drawing rights (SDR). This 
would mean a total of about 
$910 million at today's rates. 

The largest contributors to 
the AMF are Saudi Arabia and 
Algeria. 


Next OPEC meeting will 
not discuss oil prices, 
dollar, says Saudi press 


JEDDAH, April 25 (Ri. — .4 two-day meeting of oil- 
producing countries in Saudi Arabia r.ext rr.or.ih will 
not discuss oil prices or f- : !C collar situation, the 
official Saudi Press Agency cxd yesterday. 

But it said the two-day meeting of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPECi start- 
ing or. May 6 in Taef “u'i il discuss future oil policies 
against the background of international variables." 

The meeting was originally scheduled to be held 
in Geneva on April 3 but was postponed until next 
month. 

OPEC officials in Vienna last week gave no reason 
for the shift from Geneva ta Taef. but said oil minis- 
ters of the 13 member countries would be free to raise 
any issue they wanted. 

The oil ministers are due to meet again in June 
to review oil prices which are frozen at an average

Portugal enjoys uneasy democracy with the 
Communists and military sharpening knives 


By Jimmy Burns 

LISBON, (F.T.) — Private 
Vice and Public Virtues, a ra- 
ther beautifully made film 
which subtly mixes historical 
detail with a generous dose 
of “soft-pom", is playing to 
packed audiences in Lisbon. 
It is a lingering film with in- 
tellectual pretensions and du- 
ring most of it the majority 
of the Portuguese watching 
are bored sti®* 

The exception is one epi- 
sode which shows a troop of 
travelling downs doing a ra- 
ther vulgar “take-off” of their 
country's government minist- 
ers, and leading personalities 
such as the chief of police 
and the chief of the armed 
forces. The audience reacts 
to this with unanimous deli- 
ght. 

Graffiti fading 

Four years after a popular- 
ly backed military coup offi- 
cially put an end to the tw- 
entieth century’s oldest fasc- 
ist regime, scepticism has set 
In among large sectors of the 
population who have come to 
judge politics as a game play- 
ed solely by men in autho- 
rity who talk much too much 
and do much too little. Four 
years after die Revolution of 
April filled Lisbon's streets 
with red carnations, songs, 
and promises, those same st- 
reets look dirty, the graffiti 
are fading and tom posters 
flap on the walls. 

The political pendulum has 


swung backwards and iorwar- 
ds in those four years despite 
the temporary freedom exper- 
ienced with the downfall of 
die old regime. This was fol- 
lowed by the attempts of im- 
petuous army officers suppor- 
ted by their civilian counter- 
parts to dictate the political 
process. 

Political bickering formed 
the background to coups and 
counter-coups from left and 
right. 

The government of alliances 
between Socialist and Christ- 
ian Democrats which has been 
governing Portugal for just 
over two months claims to 
have brought the pendulum 
reassuringly back to the ce- 
ntre and assures International 
opinion that it is capable of 
survival. 

It points to a series of fac- 
tors, which, it claims, forms 
the basis of this assumption: 
a parliamentary majority, a 
dampened opposition, a mili- 
tary purged of its political 
elements and firmly on its 
way back to the barracks, and 
above all a feeling of national 
exhaustion after months of 
fruitless political discussion, 
which left the central problem 
of the economy unresolved. 

All these factors, the gov- 
ernment claims, should not 
only assure international op- 
inion that Portugal is at pea- 
ce but that it is worthy of 
much needed international po- 
litical -and economic support. 

The central problem remains 
the economy. Portugal has a 
crippling balance of payments

deficit of $ljlbn. Figures pub- 
lished early last month sho- 
wed that during 1977, the co- 
untry’s trade deficit experie- 
nced an all-time high: $2.8bn. 
compared to $l-3bn. in 1976. 

In order to cover the defi- 
cit Portugal has bad to incre- 
ase its level of external debt 
and to draw down on is gold 
and foreign exchange reserves, 
becoming effectively Europe’s 
biggest borrower. At the end 
of last February, outstanding 
foreign debts stood at $4^bn. 

A $800m. international medi- 
um-term loan agreement, wh- 
ich the government Is -trying 
to negotiate with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, mea- 
ns that however much the 
government minister of finan- 
ce tries to put his house in 
order Portugal, for the mom- 
ent must go on borrowing if 
she is to survive. 

Playing on its parliamentary 
majority which ensures safe 
passage for legislation, the 
government is introducing au- 
sterity step by step. 

On March 15 the cabinet 
approved the budget for 1978 
which aims to sharply cut ba- 
ck on public and private spe- 
nding through an increase in 
direct and indirect taxation of 
ten per cent on capital gains. 


20-30 per cent in sales tax, 
and heavier duties on cinema 
and theatre tickets, tobacco, 
and transport. All told, the 
government expects the tax 
increases to bring in nearly 
40 per cent more tax revenue 
than last year. 

The budget was accompan- 
ied by the government’s me- 
dium-term economic plan wh- 
ich set out future policies with 
regards to industry, particul- ■ 
arly those stimulating exports 
and substituting imports. 

The programme as a whole 
would be backed up by a 
tighter control on prices and 
wages. 

Growth cut sought 

The government hopes that 
the net result of the stabili- 
sation programme will be to 
cut the growth rate (last vear 
it was almost six per cent) to 
three per cent, and inflation 
Oast year it spiralled to just 
over 27 per cent) to 20 per 
cent 

The ability of the governm- 
ent to see that these measu- 
res are actually put into pra- 
ctice as a major step towards 
solving the country’s crippling 
balance of payments deficit 
depends on the stability of the 


factors which it claims are 
momentarily neutralised. 

A parliamentary majority 
may insure legislation but not 
necessarily national concensus, 
particularly in the present cli- 
mate of political disillusion- 
ment 

The Communist Party, cont- 
rolling as it does over 80 per 
cent of Portuguese labour, 
remains the opposition party 
with the greatest extra-parlia- 
mentary power. The latest 
austerity package promises to 
put relations between the go- 
vernment and labour severely 
to the test in the coming mo- 
nths, so that the political at- 
titude of the Communist Par- 
ty is central. 

So far the communists have 
made it plainly obvious that 
they disapprove of the gov- 
ernment's plans. As far as 
they are concerned, the eco- 
nomic policies represent a cl- 
ear threat to the revolutionary 
gains of the past four years, 
both in industry and agricul- 
ture. With the prime-minister 
publicly stating that the co- 
untry should forget about soc- 
ialism for the time being and 
get down to the business of 
solving her economy, the sc- 
ene is set, the communists cl- 
aim, for the return of big 
capital. 

They remain moreover un- 
convinced by the governmen- 
t’s argument that the stiff au- 
sterity programme will not 
necessarily lead to a rise In 
unemployment (already runn- 
ing at 16 per cent). The tight 
credit squeezes included in 


the government plan will ine- 
vitably lead to the dosing do- 
wn of Industrial units which 
cannot justify continuing los- 
ses, and therefore more people 
will be thrown onto the stre- 
ets. 

Democracy’s last 

For the moment though the 
sharp words of the commu- 
nists have not yet mate rials 
ed into action. There have 
been isolated strikes during 
the past few weeks, but no- 
thing approaching a concerted 
Industrial action to bring do- 
wn the government. 

The feeling here is that no 
small measure of labour's mo- 
deration is due to a genuine 
fear that after months of po- 
litical and economic crisis, the 
ultimate arbiters of the na- 
tion’s fate, the armed forces, 
see the present government 
as the last chance for demo- 
cracy to prove itself. 

Contrary to what the Port- 
uguese government may beli- 
eve, the soldiers are not mar- 
ching back to the barracks in 
unison. Within the military 
high command there are a nu- 
mber of generals keeping a 
careful eye on the politicians 
and prepared to step in if the 
situation is allowed to get out 
of hand.

Tanzanians aim to put the record straight 
on Dr. Livingstone’s two African helpers

DAR ES SALAAM, (WFS) — 
The Tanzanian government 
has launched a rese a rch pro- 
ject on Chuma and Susi, the 
tribesmen who led the II- 
montb trek which took the 
body of explorer David Liv- 
ingstone from the Interior 
back to the coast 105 years 
ago in May. 

The onto for the study by 
the Ministry of National Cul- 
ture came from President Ju- 
lius Nyerere, and the Tanz- 
anians are concerned with 
putting the record straight in 
regard to the Livingstone le- 
gend. 

Dr. Livingstone, who was 


bom in March, 1813, in Scot- 
land, died on May 1, 1873, 
in foe village of Chitambo 
now In Zambia. With him at 
the end were his loyal serv- 
ants, Chuma and Susi, who 
determined to take his body 
through the bush to the coast 
at Bagamoyo, where it was 
laid to rest in a chapeL Fin- 
ally, foe body was returned to 
Britain and buried in Westm- 
inster Abbey in 1874, foe fitt- 
ing resting place for a nation- 
al hero. 

It Is certain that without 
Chuma and Susi foe famous 
explorer’s remains would have 
been buried in remote bush. 

The motive for their actions 
is what the study is all abo-

ut, and Dr, Afraeli Mose, the 
man in charge of foe project, 
says of Chuma and Susi: ‘To 
them. Dr. Livingstone was not 
a white man, but a compan- 
ion. They went with him wh- 
erever he went in complete 
devotion, not as explorers but 
as his companions, during le- 
isure tunes and during hard 
times, when they bad to ex- 
perience hardships and diffic- 


ulties beyond human endur- 
ance.” 

To correct distortions 

He said that over-zealous 
historians in foe West had 
tried to glorify Livingstone 
and had thus tried to obviate 
foe need for any decent men- 
tion of the two tribesmen and 
their colleagues. “Let me has- 
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ten to mention that the purp- 
ose of this project is not to 
tarnish any of Dr. Livingsto- 
ne’s achievements, including 
that of enriching foe under- 
standing of Africa to foe out- 
side world, but to correct dis- 
tortions about the role of the 
two men in foe missionary’s 
explorations.” 

The project is expected to 
be completed in about 18 mo- 
nths and will tty to show 
the African people and the 
world at large the African 
cultural foundations of the 
conduct of Chuma and SusL 
Dr. Livingstone, the first 
European to discover Victoria 
Falls, which he named after 
his Queen, arrived in Africa 
in 1841, and spent most of 
the rest of his life treading 
where no European had trod 
before in Africa. 

He did, however, make a 
little known trip elsewhere -- 
to Bombay. In 1864 Dr. Liv- 
ingstone, short of money, to- 
ok his boat, foe Lady Nyassa, 
across foe Indian Ocean to 
Bombay to sell her. He got 
£2,300 for the vessel (in those 
days a huge sum of money) 
and invested it in a Bombay 
bank which, unfortunately, 
failed shortly after. 

Dr. Livingstone lost every 
penny, but local merchants 
organised a subscription for 
him which raised more than 
£600 and the government gave 
him the job of taking back to 
Zanzibar a steamship, a gift 
from Bombay to the sultan. 

With him on his trip across 
the Indian Ocean Dr. Living- 
stone had Indian crewmen 
from the Bombay Marine Di- 
vision, and also some African 
boys from foe school set up 
at Nasik northeast of Bombay 
for foe education of freed Af- 
rican slaves. One of them - - 
Jacob Wain wright -- was with 
Dr. Livingstone when he died 
and took part in the heroic 
trek to foe coast. 

Arriving back in East Afri- 
ca in 1866, Livingstone deter- 
mined to locate the source of 
foe Nile. He recruited two fo- 
rmer slaves, who had been 


freed by his campaign against 
slave-trading - - Susi, from 
the Myhao tribe, and Chuma, 
whose tribe has not yet been 
established. 

Dr. Livingstone died in wh- 
at is now Zambia, weakened 
by illness and disease. The 
servants prepared their mas- 
ter’s body and buried his he- 
art at Chitambo, with Wain- 
wright, who had been baptis- 
ed as a Christian, officiating. 
The body was enclosed in a 
tree bark box, wrapped in sail- 
cloth suspended from a pole 
and carried by two men. 

The Journey 

The journey -- with Susi 
and Chuma leading the other 
servants -- covered hundreds 
of miles, and once they had 
to fight At Unyanyembe, they 
were asked to bury foe body, 
but insisted on continuing ail 
the way to Bagamoyo. 

When Dr. Livingstone's bo- 
dy was finally shipped back 
to England, only Wainwright 
went with it but later on 
Susi and Chuma also went to 
Britain for a visit Little is 
known about foeir lives when 
they returned to Zanzibar, 
but they did both marry and 
raise children. They were bo- 
th also baptised later, and 
took Christian names (David 
for Susi and James for Chu- 
ma). To become a Christian, 
Chuma renounced polygamy. 

They died at the beginning 
of the century, and the pro- 
ject hopes to trace either foe- 
ir children or grandchildren to 
get more information about, 
the two men. 

Dr. Mose says that foeir 
determination to give honou- 
rable treatment to their mas- 
ter’s body tends to contradict 
claims that Africans of that 
day and age were "uncivilis- 
ed. H He added: "We have to 
show our people the foundat- 
ions of foeir traditions and 
try to remove the distortions 
that African traditions were 
very bad, as foe colonialists

The Sadat Initiative is 
completely finished. Israel has

The sources in Jerusalem 
said that Mr. Davan. in his 
talks with U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, was not 
prepared to hold out the pros- 
pect of an eventual Israeli tro- 
op withdrawal from the West 
Bank of Gaza. 

Mr. Dayan’s visit to Wash- 
ington comes shortly before 
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Premier Menachem Begin lea- 
ves on a trip to the United St- 
ates which is expected to in- 
clude a meeting with President 
Carter. A spokesman in Mr. 
Be gin’s office said Monday that 
the premier would probably 
see Mr. Carter on May 1 or 2. 

Administrative withdrawal 

In the Dayan ddinition, self- 
rule amounts to ‘‘administrati- 
ve withdrawal” since the func- 
tions of the present military 
administration will be handed 
over to a civilian Arab adminis- 
tration. 

Israel’s military command, 
however, would retain control 
of security and public order. 

The government’s policy to- 
wards die West Bank- - and 
the rift this bad brought with 
the United States - - has rou- 
sed disquiet inside Israel. The 
latest sign of opposition came 
from 350 academics who signed 
a resolution of support for the 
Peace Now movement. 

Led by reserve army officers, 
this movement urges territorial 
compromise on the West Bank. 

At the same time public opi- 
nion polls and other indicators 
show substantial support in Is- 
rael for the government’s view. 

There is a deep fear that re- 
turning the West Bank to Arab 
control would eventually leave 
Israel with a hostile state sited 
in dangerously close range of 

Israel's main population cent- 
res. 

Unreal threat 

Hie Arab mayors dismissed 
the threat as unreal. 

'How could we destroy Is- 
rael?” asked Mayor Kawasma. 
“We would be one million 
people without armies, with- 
out guns, without anything. 


Israel is stronger than all the 
Arab countries put together. 
How could we destroy her?” 

Mayor Mil hem said: “If a 
Palestinian state went extre- 
mist we would not last more 
than a couple of hours. So 
why would be put at risk the 
future of a state for which we 
had striven so hard?” 

All the mayors interviewed 
said they recognised “the bor- 
ders of Israel so why don’t 
they recognise our right to a 
Palestinian state?" 

Mingled with fears about 
security is an assumption am- 
ong many supporters of Mr. 
Begin that Jews have a divine 
right to live in all areas of 
Biblical Israel, including the 
West Bank. 

Peace formula? 

In his Washington talks, Mr. 
Dayan will make a further .at- 
tempt to propose a set of ge- 
neral peace principles accept- 
able to the United States and 
Egypt. 

Efforts to devise this form- 
ula have repeatedly foundered 
on the future of the Palestin- 
ians. The United States has - 
proposed that the Begin self- 
rule olan should be regarded 
as a five-year interim measu- 
re after which West Bank 
and Gaza Arabs should be gi- 
ven a limited-choice referen- 
dum on their future. 

This would fulfill the Ame- 
rican requirement that Pales- 
tinians should have a right to 
participate In the determinat- 
ion of their own future. 

The Jerusalem sources said 
Mr. Davan will say such par- 
ticipation could be best as- 
sured at the end of five years 
by discussions among leaders 
of the West Bank Arabs, Is- 
rael, Jordan and Egypt

MOGADISHU, April 25 (R). 

— Somali guerrillas fighting in 
the northern Ogaden today cl- 
aimed to have captured an 
Ethiopian military base in the 
heart of the Jhmar mountains, 
tiie natural northern border of 
the disputed desert region. 

The Western Somalia Libera- 
tion Front (WSLF) said in the 
daily guerrilla bulletin Danab 
its men captured the Miary 
base at Jarso on the road th- 
rough the rain-sodden moun- 
tain passes between Jijiga and 
Flyambiro. 

The report said in the battle 
on April 20 more than 80 
enemy troops were killed and 
eight military vehicles destroy- 
ed. 

The WSLF also claimed to 
have killed 174 enemy forces, 
including eight high-ran k i n g 
Cuban officers fighting with the 
Ethiopians, in an attack on a 
village on the road south from 
Jijiga to Degahabur. 

Son of Sam 
ordered to 
stand trial 

NEW YORK, April 25 <R). 

— The man accused of the 
“Son of Sam" killings that ter- 
rorised New York for a year 
was ordered yesterday to stand 
trial for murder on May 8 af- 
ter a judge ruled he was men- 
tally competent. 

David Beikowitz, 25, was 
charged with killing six people, 
mostly young women, and ma- 
iming seven others during a 
year-long spree in which he 
stalked his victims with a .44 
calbire pistol and later wrote 
taunting letters to police. 

He was ordered to stand tri* 
al for the murder of Stacey 
Mosowitz, the last of the 
“Son of Sam" victims who was 
shot dead last July while sitt- 
ing in a car with a friend.

North-South did well to 
reach a spade slam on a good 
fit and a key singleton. 
North’s jump to four dubs 
was a “splinter" bid, show- 
ing the values for game with 
spades as trump and a 
singleton in the bid suit. 
South cue-bid his diamond 
control and North needed no 
further encouragement to 
contract for the small slam. 

West led a trump, and 
since the band was a spread 


if trumps were 3-2, declarer 
won in dummy and led a 
spade to the ten. When East 
showed out, declarer could 
count only eleven tricks. He 
decided to score his twelfth 
via dub ruff in dummy, so he 
led the jack of dubs. 

West won the queen and 
found a brilliant defense— 
he returned a heart. Sudden- 
ly declarer realized his pre- 
dicament. If he ruffed a club 
in dummy, he would have no 
entry to the hearts. Instead, 
he drew all the trumps, then 
ran the hearts. He later 
cashed the ace-king of dia- 
monds in the hope of drop- 
ping the queen, but when 
that failed he could gather 
only eleven tricks. 

The defense was stun- 
ning— West’s heart return is 
one of the best plays we have 
come across in some time. 
Nevertheless, we fault 
South for failing to spot a 
dummy reversal that would 
have landed his 
tract easily.

When the second trump 
lead reveals the 4-1 trump 
break, declarer should cash 
the ace-king of diamonds, 
then cross to dummy with a 
heart. He cashes one more 
heart on which he discards a 
diamond. Now declarer 
ruff a diamond in his hand 
with the ace of trumps, cross 
to dummy with a trump, 
draw the last trump and run 
the hearts. Declarer sim ply 
concedes a club after taking 
the first twelve tricks.
